JOE BIDEN TO TAKE OATH OF OFFICE AMID HEIGHTENED SECURITY

WASHINGTON — President-elect Joe Biden 
made a sober entrance to the nation’s capital Tues- 
day, ready to assume power as Americareels from the 
coronavirus pandemic, soaring unemployment and 
grave concerns about more violence as he prepares 
to take the oath of office. 

Biden, an avid fan of Amtrak, had planned to take a 
train into Washington ahead of Wednesday’s Inaugu- 
ration Day, but scratched that plan in the aftermath 
of the Jan. 6 insurrection at the U.S. Capitol. 

He instead flew into a military airbase just outside 
the capital Tuesday afternoon and then motorcaded 
into fortress D.C. — a city that’s been flooded by some

Residents 65 to 74 up next for vaccine 


May get shots in early 
Feb., but limited supply 
could slow timeline

Gov. Ned Lamont announced 
Tuesday that residents aged 65 
to 74 will be the next group of 
Connecticut residents to become 
eligible for COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions, likely beginning in early 
February. Frontline essential 


workers, including teachers and 
restaurant workers, will become 
eligible after that, with appoint- 
ments for that group likely begin- 
ning in late February or early 
March. 

Both of those estimated time- 
frames depend on the state’s 
vaccine supply, which has been 
arriving reliably every week — 
but in smaller shipments than 
Connecticut officials would like 
to see. 

Lamont said last week that 
“demand is far outstripping 


supply” of the vaccine. The 
shortage of doses has led the 
state to roll out the ongoing 
Phase 1B in subphases — mean- 
ing that the different groups 
within Phase 1B will become 
eligible for the vaccine at differ- 
ent times. 

For now, residents aged 75 and 
older are the only eligible Phase 
1B group. 

“We can handle more vaccine, 
bring it on,” Lamont said
